SOUND ADVICE FROM SPRINGVILLE 

The people of Springville are fed up with the bumbling and 
fumbling of the Tulare county board of supervisors in connection 
with the Springville hospital - first closed by the supervisors and now 
sitting idle. 

‘Indication of public attitude toward the Springville hospital 
situation - plus some sound words of advice - comes from Dick 
Coon, a Springville businessman who is also president of the 


Springville chamber of commerce and a key member of the 
Springville Area Improvement league. Says Mr.Coon: 


“We, of the Springville area, who have fought so hard to keep the 
former Springville County hospital from closing, and for the past 18 
months to get it re-opened, are now faced with another decision by 
the Tulare County Board of Supervisors. They have announced that 
they will put it up for sale to the highest bidder but tell us that no 
restrictions can be put on the sale agreement. We wonder if they 
think the taxpayers of Tulare County are going to stand by this time 
for another manipulation such as the now famous “Rodriguez 
Affair” which placed this monkey on their backs in the first place. 


‘‘During the past year we have been in contact with 
medical-oriented groups who have shown interest in this facility if it 
could be purchased at a fair price. At this point one must keep in 
mind the terrific expense it would take to bring this complex up to 
proper accreditation due to the general deterioration that is taking 
place. 


“We hope that the people of Tulare County will urge the 
supervisor in their district to put a stipulation on the sale of the 
Springville County Hospital that it be to a private group which 
would insure its going onto the tax roll and make every effort to 
encourage the sale to a medical group. We are aware of the efforts of 
the Synanon Foundation to obtain this facility, but this group does 
not pay taxes nor do they employ anyone. We must stress that we 
do not want their problems brought to our area and we hope the 
supervisors can visualize the harm it would do if they were allowed 
to purchase. 


“The supervisors have indicated that they will explore the 
possibility of usage by the County before placing the hospital up for 
sale. Along this line we feel that there is a great possibility here for a 
combination of County activities that could relieve their reported 
cramped conditions which has them considering a new million dollar 
building. The transfer of much of the educational programming of 
the County School System to Springville would give them much 
needed room in their present location. A nurse training and clinic 
which is so vital in today’s County operation could be easily 
initiated here. 


“We realize that any suggestion to remove anything from Visalia 
will cause friction, but if we are going to be practical let us look at it 
as to what is best for the Tulare County taxpayer. The buildings and 
private dwellings are already here on 27 acres of gorgeous foothill 
country and don’t believe the propaganda of the past that we are 
located in a very remote area. 


“The people of Springville are in the process of upgrading the 
community with a new State highway alignment, Western theme 
throughout the business section, proper drainage by installation of 
curbs and gutters and 5 ft. walkways on both sides of Main Street 
from the telephone building to the north end of the hospital 
grounds. We are a proud community - yes, often controversial as all 
get out, but when the chips are down we work together and feel that 
this beautiful complex can again be put to a much needed use that 
will instill new life to our economy and guarantee the county a 
substantial tax base if sold or a vital County building in full 
operation.”

community - the association that 
still produces the 
Springville-Sierra rodeo. 

Gifford moved from 
president of the Springville 
chamber to chairman of the new 
rodeo association and was “in 
the saddle” during the period 
when the rodeo grounds and 
facilities were moved from the 
Gill ranch on the Balch Park 
road to the.-present, 
association-owned facilities on 
190 highway just south of 
Springville. He “hung up his 
spurs’’ after the 1965 
Springville-Sierra rodeo that was 
featured on the nationally 
televised Wide World of Sports - 
in mountain rain and arena mud. 

Born and raised on a ranch in 
Major county, Oklahoma, that 
his father had homesteaded near 
the Cimarron river during the 
famous Oklahoma Territory land 
rush, Gifford was riding a horse 
when he was five years old, was 
breaking horses when he was 13. 

“The only way we had to get 
anywhere was to walk, ride a 
horse or hitch up the spring 
wagon,” Gifford recalls. “One of 
our big jobs was to haul hogs 40 
miles by wagon from the ranch 
to the nearest shipping point at 
Enid.” 

In his younger days. he also 
worked for two former 
Oklahoma governors, breaking 
horses for one and handling a 
dairy herd for the other. 

For many years Gifford was a 
low handicap golfer, and when 
River Island opened below 
Springville, he again took up the 
game, playing it just like the 
rodeo cowboys play their game - 
for gold and glory. 

“Now I’m set,” Gifford says. 
“I’m going to stay in Springville 
the rest of my life and I’m going 
to do just two things - sell 
groceries and play golf.” 

When Gifford came to 
Springville 24 years ago, three 
sawmills were operating and “I 
was proud of our hospital,” he 
recalls. Now the sawmills are 
gone “‘and it was terrible to see 
the hospital close down.”
